B.D.Rao was working in the Secretariat P.W.D. and when the 
war atarted he returned to India wlioae preBent address he doeB 
not know. His other brother® B.Sumitra Rao graduated in the 
Rangoon University and joined the I#N#A officers training school 
in Rangoon in 1944. He haa a relation of Mb one Kilpadi 
Amrutha Rao, a clerk in the Post and Telegraph office at Madras. 

Hie uncle T.S.Rao, a bueineea man at Mergui In Burma wound up 
hia business after the fall of Rangoon and Joined the I.I.L. 
Headquarters. On the eve of Japaneoe occupation he tried to 
cross over to India by ship along with his mother, but he could 
not get a passage. His mother alone came away to India and he 
now expects her to be at SwamiramdOBB Ashram in Kanhangod. 

After the Japanese occupation, I.I.L. was opened at Rangoon and 
hia brother B.8umitra Rao became the stenographer to Netaji. 

Hie uncle T.S.Rao became the Manager of the Azad Hind Bank at 
Rangoon. He studied upto 9th standard in St. Paul b English 
High 8chool at Rangoon. He Joined the propaganda camp of the 
I.I.L. and was receiving money from the I.I.L. Netagi assisted 
by the Secretary Major Jehangir, selected him and three others 
A.R.Dutta, G. Gandhi does and B.K.Dev for Tokyo Cadet’s School 
from the I.I.L. Rangoon. From Rangoon they came to Manila 
having been joined by six more BtudentB from Malaya and from 
Manila they went to Tokyo by plane. They were put dp in the 
preparatory school for about three months from October 2«5rd, 

1944 and were given training in Japanese language and mathematics » , 
For about b months until surrendered by the Japanese 10 students 
of whom he 1 b one were trained in the aviation school. All were 
given training in theory about planea and the working of engines, j 
They were taught balancing in air and also given glider training. .J 
In November 1944 when Netaji arrived at Haneda Air port, Tokyo, 

he waa garlanded by the Indian student cadets who were invited 
for a lunch along with other Indiana in Tokyo by Netaji at hia 
bungalow. Netaji Ib uaid to have advised them to train them- 
selves well for being true Indians so bb to achieve freedom for 
India. 

Regarding the other particulars in respect of their 
return Journey he corroborated R.Mayappan of Rarosad District. 

He added that it was only due to the inventions of Atomic 
energy by the Allies, Japan had to surrender and that the 
Americans who occupied Tokyo were astonished to find 16 thousand 
suicide planes ready in stock at Tokyo.
